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VENETIAN DUCATS 


The Venetian ducat was one of the great 
international currencies of medieval Europe 
and the Mediterranean trade routes. Roughly 
modelled on the Byzantine solidus, its chief 
competitor in world trade, the ducat bore a 
figure of Christ surrounded by stars on the 
obverse, while the reverse showed the doge 
kneeling in homage before the city’s patron 
St. Mark. 
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BACTRIAN HOARD 


Greek civilization was introduced to Bactria 
by Alexander, whose conquest of that region 
was One of his most difficult campaigns, 
requiring three years. Bactria fell to Seleucus 
among the successors and formed the Seleucid 
province of Bactriana. The historians Trogus, 
Justin and Strabo inform us that the Seleucid 
satrap Diodotus revolted c. 246 and made 
Bactria and independent kingdom. His im- 
mediate successors found their way into the 
pages of history because they established a 
great kingdom extending into India, but after 
Eucratides most Bactrian rulers are known only from their coins. Scholars have had to establish their 
chronology by a study of the progressive degeneration of the Greek lettering and design. In this hoard 
of 81 bilingual silver drachms (round), five different rulers are represented:

Our coin offerings in this issue include a 
collection of Roman silver and bronze and a 
select group of unusually attractive and 
interesting Greek imperial coins, including a 
number of rarities. With the recession in mind 
we have offered a wide variety of hoards 
covering virtually all areas of ancient coinage, 
supplemented by two pages of beginners’ 
bargains including Roman. sestertii, Greek 
silver and Seleucid bronzes. The most exciting 
hoard, and indeed the most exciting offering 
in this catalogue, is the hoard of hectes on pp. 

These beautiful little coins have scarce- 
ly ever been found in such an excellent state 
of preservation as the specimens we offer 
here, which in addition include some very rare 
types. 

Lastly this issue of JNFA includes a new 
list of numismatic books for sale, both in and 
out of print, and a series of new titles on 
archaeological subjects from Aris & Phillips 
in England.

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Pictured on the cover is a medallic sestertius of 


Hadrian, struck probably in 135 A.D. on the occasion 
of the emperor’s vicennalia. /t is regarded by most 
numismatists as the finest Roman bronze coin extant, 
and the superb artistry of the engraving has been 
attributed variously to the Master of the Alpheius or 
to the celebrated sculptor Antoninianos of Aphro- 
disias: see Seltman, Hesperia 17 (1948), p. 71f. The 
reverse type is a simple Pax, Cohen 1016. Our firm 
had the pleasure of purchasing this coin from Munzen 
und Medaillen A.G.’s recent Auction $2, held in 
Basle in June. It now resides ina private collection in 
Los Angeles. 
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THE BROAD-FLAN TETRADRACHM OF ERETRIA

In the fifth century B.C. nearly all Greek 
cities struck their tetradrachms on a thick, 
relatively small planchet. This is especially 
true of Thebes and Athens. One normally 
associates the thin, broad planchets with the 
Hellenistic period and the new-style Athenian 
pieces. Apparently the moneyers in Eretria in 
Euboea decided to experiment with the broad 
type of planchet substantially earlier than the 
rest of the Greek states. One specimen has 
survived of the coinage of Eretria before the 
city was sacked by the Persians in 490 B.C. 
It is now in the collection of The Johns 
Hopkins University. Diameter of the piece is 
37 millimeters; weight is 17.035 grams. The 
piece is described in BMC, Central Greece, p. 
121, no. 21 and shown on Plate XXIII, no. 2. 
It formed part of the Rhousopoulos Collection 
and then part of the R. Allatini Collection in 
London. It has appeared as lot 1896 in the 
Jakob Hirsch Sale XIII and later in the Naville 
(Ars Classica) Catalogue VI, the first part of 
the Bement Collection sale, as lot 1069. John 
W. Garrett purchased it from the Bement sale. 
He left it, along with his other coins, to The 
Johns Hopkins University in 1942. 

Due to the rarity of pre-Persian tetra- 
drachms from Eretria we cannot say whether 
this was an isolated experimental case or the 
start of a whole new style, anticipating that of 
the Hellenistic period by two hundred years. 
Some die-cutter or mintmaster in Eretria 
probably recognized the value of a large flan 
for artistic purposes. At the beginning of the 
fifth century, much of the intellectual and 
artistic side of the Greek world was coming to 
fruition, and we may have here an attempt to 





improve the materials upon which the coiner 
had to work, an attempt aborted by the 
Persians. 


AN AUREUS OF BALBINUS IN THE COLLECTION OF THE JOHNS HOPKINS UNIVERSITY

Among the rarest coins in the Roman series 
one must rank aurei of the year 238 A.D. 
Such pieces of Gordian I and II are unknown, 
as are those of Pupienus, one of the joint 
senatorial appointees against Maximinus Thrax 
after the fall of the Gordiani. A few aurei of 
Balbinus, however, have survived. Two of the 
three known specimens once resided in the 


collection of Sir Arthur Evans, excavator of 
Knossos. When his collection was broken up, 
one of these pieces was acquired by Vierordt. 
At the sale of the Vierordt Collection, John 
W. Garrett bought the piece, which came to 
the University after his death in 1942. It 
weighs 5.27 grams and has a diameter of 22 
millimeters. 


The reasons for the survival, and indeed the 
striking, of aurei for Balbinus must be sought 
in the career and position of the man himself. 
As usual for post-Severan biographies in the 
Historia Augusta—our main source for this 
period—there is much fiction in the account 
of Balbinus and Pupienus. The later Byzantine 
historian and epitomator Zonaras provides 
some information regarding their ages, but he 
seems to have confused the two men. We 
really have only one certain piece of informa- 
tion from non-contaminated sources: Balbinus 
held his second consulship, as colleague of 


Caracalla, during his fourth term, in 213 A.D. 
We know from a variety of historical records 
and the career patterns of other men of this 
period that a second consulship, even in cases 
of extraordinary merit, was never awarded to 
anyone other than members of the imperial 
family at any early age. Now, Zonaras says 
that in 238 Pupienus was 74 (yet he ran the 
field army against Maximinus!) and Balbinus 
was 60. It this were true, then Balbinus would 
have to have held his second consulship at age 
35, a most unreasonable conjecture, since we 
know of very few cases in which a first consul- 
ship was obtained before about age 40. On 
the other hand, if we assume Zonaras got his 
figures reversed and that Balbinus was really 
the one who was age 74 in 238, then his 
consulship would have come at about age 50, 
a perfectly acceptable figure (though perhaps 
a few years on the young side), if it was 
awarded him as a reward for some special 
favor to Caracalla. 

Regardless of the age question, Balbinus, 
having held his second consulship 25 years 


before his selection as emperor, would certain- 
ly have been the ranking man in the Senate. 
There were few second consulships awarded 
in the later years of Septimius Severus, and 
most of those which were granted were to 
members of the emperor’s “old guard”’ for 
services rendered years before. Even the his- 
torian Marius Maximus, the man who held the 
most provincial commands of any suivivor of 
the coups of 193, who was honored by Cara- 
calla with the governorship of Africa and then 
with fwo terms as governor of Asia, did not 


receive his second consulship until 223. Bal- 
binus’ selection by the Senate, then, seems to 
have been on the basis of seniority and rank; 
the choice of Pupienus may have been to pro- 
vide him with a colleague who was accustomed 
to the military and to provincial governorship 
roles (we have no valid evidence that Balbinus 
ever held any commands outside Rome). 
Since Balbinus remained in Rome while Pupi- 
enus led the army, Balbinus would have 
exercised a more direct influence over issues 
of the mint and may well have been the only 
one of the pair for whom any aurei were 
struck. Such a course of action would not 
have been inconsistent with Balbinus’ possible 
earlier actions: since he apparently never held 
provincial or military commands, he must 
have done something outstanding to gain a 
second consulship under Caracalla, especially 
with the emperor himself as colleague. The 
only thing that comes to mind is the same 
event some of us associate with the promotion 
of Marius Maximus: Balbinus may have had a 
great deal to do with the sudden demise of 
Geta. 





INDIA—A “MISSING LINK” FOUND?

Serious study of the coinage of ancient 
India, so long dormant, seems now to be 


increasing. It is a field of few facts and many 
guesses. Among the few facts are the weights 


of the known coins, but | fear some miscon- 
ception of the weight standards has occurred 
in some of the recent studies. 

The common “Mauryan Empire” silver 
punch-mark coins of about 400-200 B.C. 
(some say 500 B.C. to 200 A.D.) do not vary 
greatly from a weight of 3.2 grams or, in terms 
of the weight system then current in India, 
32 rattis. However an earlier weight system 
based on 24 rattis is thought to have been 
used in the vicinity of Benares (now Varanasi) 
by mints of the ancient kingdom of Kosala. 
Six coins in the Lucknow Museum attributed 
to Kosala weigh about 2.5 grams each and are 
presumed to be of the earlier 24 ratti standard. 
Also, a coin of similar design but weighing 5.0 
grams in my own collection is thought to be a 
double-value of this series (Fig. 1). 

A recently acquired coin (Fig. 2) weighing 
4.99 grams is only the second coin I have 
actually seen fitting the older weight system. 
It carries numerous small punch-marks and a 
large six-arm symbol that both Mitchiner! and 
Hardaker? attribute to the kingdom of Maga- 
dha (which annexed or eclipsed Kosala about 
500 B.C.). Mitchiner illustrates a plaster cast 
of a similar coin from the British Museum, 
but since the Museum did not have the actual 
coin, no weight is given. Though Hardaker 
knew of the type, he had no example and 
incorrectly assumed it to weigh about 3.2 
grams, on the 32 ratti system. 

The coin (Fig. 2) is also interesting for the 
small ‘“‘guild’’ marks or “banker” marks that 
appear on the reverse and which are quite 
similar £6 those of the coin in Fig. 1. These 
small punch-marks were obviously added after 
—perhaps long after—the original large identi- 
fying punch-marks were placed on the obverse. 
Both coins are somewhat cupped, perhaps by 
the later addition of these small marks while 
the coin rested on wood or leather surfaces.

I have yet to see a similar profusion of these 
small guild marks on the later and more 
common 3.2 gram punch-mark coins. 

If my history of India3 is correct, the rise 
of Kosala occurred in the ninth century B.C. 
Her greatest king may have been “Rama” 
(legendary?). The sixth century B.C. saw the 
decline of Kosala. By about 500 B.C. Magadha 
ruled the area. If Indian scholars are correct 
in attributing the 24 ratti system to Kosala, I 
am inclined to attribute the coins of Figs. | 
and 2 to Kosala. I would further conclude 
that the former is the older, but it seems pure 
speculation to try to date these coins more 
precisely in Kosala’s 300 to 400 years of exist- 
ence: 

Perhaps the second coin is the “missing 
link” between the old 24 ratti system and the 
newer 32 ratti system. Its large six-arm 
symbol could easily be a refinement of the 
symbols on the first coin, and the similar (but 
smaller) symbol on a third coin (Fig. 3) of the 
later 32 ratti system a further refinement. 
Incidentally, the large symbol seen in Fig. 2 is 
11 mm. in diameter, and the similar symbol 
in Fig. 3 is 8.5 mm. in diameter. 

Further confusing the weight standard ques- 
tion are the bar coins, weighing about 11.2 to 
11.3 grams. I have followed the surmises of 
earlier writers in presuming these bar coins to 
be on the Persian (double siglos) standard and 
not on any known Indian standard (Fig. 4). 

The study of the coins of ancient India is 
difficult and frustrating. Please observe that 
all | have written is speculative, or simply my 
opinion. Hopefully the publication of actual 
weights of these coins will be of help to other 
students of this series.

A HOARD OF ALEXANDER DRACHMS 


This hoard of early posthumous Asian 
drachms of Alexander the Great contains a 
great variety of types. Only nine combinations 
of magisterial symbols recur in the hoard, 
each being represented by two examples. 
However the repetition of individual symbols 
and monograms in various positions is quite a 
bit more complex, suggesting that the hoard 
might be worthy of serious numismatic study. 
Some of the marks involved in these linkages 
include a grain of barley,P , YP (24 ), &, ivy 
leaf, A and crescent. Easily identifiable coins “oh oe —_ PIPES 
have been attributed to Lampsacus, 310 B.C. (SNG Berry 219, 220), Abydus, 310 B.C. (SNG Berry 
226), Colophon, 319 and 310 B.C. (SNG Berry 235, 241) and Miletus, 294 B.C. (SNG Berry 254, 255). 
This is enough to show that the hoard can be related to the groundwork laid by Margaret Thompson 
and Alfred Bellinger in ‘“‘“Greek Coins in the Yale Collection, 1V: A Hoard of Alexander Drachms,” Yale 
Classical Studies XIV, 1955, pp. 3-45.

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A HOARD OF TEST-CUT ATHENIAN TETRADRACHM 


This hoard of about twenty chisel-cut 
Athenian tetradrachms is a rather touching 
reminder of the desperate plight of Athens 
toward the end of the Peloponnesian War. 
About 405 Aristophanes lamented the dis- 
appearance of Athens’ internationally famous 
silver tetradrachms (7’apxatov véutoua), forced 
out of circulation by “wicked” ple ited bronze 
tetradrachms (rovroL TOUS TOVN pots XAAXLOLG, 
x0€o TE Kal TpwNY KoTELOL TW KaKOT YW 
KOupati)(Frogs 725). Under these circum- 
stances, and even more so when silver coin 
was reintroduced in 393 as the only legal tender, it was necessz ry to istineee between good silver and 
the debased emergency currency. Such a determination could be made by balancing the unknown coin 
against an official weight, but a chisel cut, though brutal, was far quicker. Coin collectors usually (and 
rightly) deplore a defaced coin, but this is one of those rare exceptions when the chisel cut actually 
enhances the historical interest of the coin.

HERACLEA TETRADRACHMS 


We still have -left from the famous Cyme 
hoard of tetradrachms a few specimens from 
Heraclea, the rarest of the three major cities 
represented in the hoard. Heraclea issued coins 
for only a few short years in the period after 
the battle of Magnesia (190 B.C.), and much 
of the city’s limited tetradrachm output 
appears to have been buried with the Cyme 
hoard sometime after 160. These handsome, 
broad-flanned tetradrachms are the only major 
silver pieces struck by Heraclea. The obverse 
bears the head of Athena r., wearing a crested 
helmet richly ornamented with a cornucopiae, Pegasus and a galloping quadriga. The reverse type, a club 
and owl surrounded by an oak wreath, alludes to the city’s namesake Herakles as well as to its major 
cultus, that of Athena. All coins are in mint condition.

Herod Agrippa I (37-44 A.D.) was both an 
enthusiast for Hellenism and an avid Jew.

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A HOARD OF BRONZES OF MANUEL I COMNENUS 


This small hoard of nine Byzantine bronzes 
of Manuel | Comnenus (1143-1180) contains 
two base tetartera and seven hemitetartera. 
The tetartera, Manuel’s first coinage from the 
mint of Constantinople, have a facing bust of 
Christ, beardless and nimbate, as the obverse 
type and a facing bust of the emperor, holding 
labarum and globus cruciger, as the reverse 
type (Hendy pl.

$20.00) and the Sir Flinders Petrie reprints. 


EGYPTIAN ARCHAEOLOGY 


Adams, B., Ancient Hierakonpolis, with an introduction by Professor H. S. Smith. 87 pp., 48 pl., with paper 
cover supplement of 169 pp., profusely illustrated. $33.75. One of the twin capitals of Upper Egypt, Hierakon- 
polis was first excavated in 1897-1900 and yielded some celebrated artifacts, such as the Narmer palette. Never- 
theless about two thirds of the objects described herein have never before been published in any form, and most 
of the remainder only inadequately. 


Downes, D., The Excavations at Esna, 1905-1906. 148 pp., over 1000 line and tone drawings. $17.25. The necro- 
polis of Esna on the west bank of the Nile in Upper Egypt provided valuable information about daily life in 
Egypt from the Middle Kingdom to the XXII Dynasty, but curiously the excavation report was never published 
until Ms. Downes’ reconstruction herein. 


Faulkner, R. O., The Ancient Egyptian Coffin Texts, Vol. I: Spells 1-354. 285 pp. $13.25. The Coffin Texts 
were to the Middle Kingdom what the Pyramid Texts were to the Old Kingdom and the Book of the Dead to 
the New Kingdom. These, the first collected translations, are based entirely on the hieroglyphic text published 
in seven volumes by the late Professor Adriaan de Buck. A second volume, now in preparation, will complete 
the translations and supply indices. 


Smith, H. S., A Visit to Ancient Egypt: Life at Memphis and Saqqara (c. 500-30 B.C.). 92 pp., 8 pl., 12 plans. 
Paper covers. $4.75. Contains lectures given before the Royal Asiatic Society 12 May 1972 and University Col- 
lege London (Inaugural Lecture) 6 March 1973. 


Walters, C. C., Monastic Archaeology in Egypt. 354 pp., 87 ill. $13.75. Egypt was the birthplace of monasticism, 
which became a fundamental institution of medieval Europe. This is the first comprehensive study of the material 
culture of Egyptian monasticism, covering the evolution of the communities, ecclesiastical and non-ecclesiastical 
architecture, painting, stone and woodwork, aspects of daily life and burial customs, with three appendices on 
the sources, the paintings and costumes shown in the paintings, as well as a glossary, bibliography and three 
indices.

Proceedings at a 
symposium held at the School of Oriental and African Studies, University of London, June/July 1973. Contains 
15 papers by 16 scholars. 


THE WORKS OF SIR W. M. FLINDERS PETRIE 


1. Amulets (1914) 123 pages, 54 plates. $20.00. 

2. Scarabs and Cylinders with Names (1917) 150 pages, 73 plates. $22.50. Petrie catalogues only those scarabs 
with names. Over 240 different royal persons alone are included in the collection. As Petrie himself says, 
“These scarabs can be dated and stand in the same sort of relation to Egyptian history that coins do to 
Western history.” 

3. Buttons and Design Scarabs (1925) 68 pages, 30 plates. $15.00. Especially rich in material of the First and 
Second Intermediate Peridds; includes a supplement with scarabs, scaraboids, ‘“‘button’’ and stamp seals with 
inscriptions other than proper names. 

4. Shabtis (1935) 64 pages, 30 plates. $15.00. 

5. Glass Stamps and Weights with Ancient Weights and Measures (1926) 2 volumes in 1, 169 pages, 70 plates. 
$20.00. The making of glass discs stamped by die is peculiar to Egypt in the early centuries of our era. They 
were used as tokens, hallmarks on cups, weights or cup measures. The Petrie Collection is especially strong in 
measure stamps and is basic to the study of ancient metrology.

. Tools and Weapons (1927) 156 pages, 79 plates. $20.00. 

. Prehistoric Egypt with Corpus of Prehistoric Pottery and Palettes (1920 and 1921) 2 volumes in 1, 180 pages, 
61 plates. $25.00. The fundamental corpus of material for the Naqada civilizations and the sole catalogue of 
perhaps the most representative collection of Predynastic material outside Egypt. 

9. Tell el Amarna (1894) 93 pages, 39 plates + 4 colored. $22.50. This site, so surrounded by subsequent con- 
troversy and glamor, can here be seen through the eyes of its first excavator. Petrie excavated the Great 
Palace, in which alone much of the detail of Amarna architecture survived, and hence this pioneer report is 
still of scientific importance. 

10. Naqada and Ballas (1896) 175 pages, 86 plates. $20.00. The first major investigation of the Predynastic 
Civilization of ancient Egypt, still of first class archaeological importance as the basic report on the site of 
Naqada, the.most important center of the ‘‘Naqada”’ civilization of Upper Egypt. 

11. Iahun, Kahun and Gurob (1891) 98 pages, 33 plates. $20.00. The excavation of these towns revealed much 
of the civilization of Middle and New Kingdom Egypt. Kahun is significant because it is one of the few towns 
of the Middle Kingdom, as opposed to cemeteries, that have ever been excavated. 
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
